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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

• The primary reasons for allowance for claims 1-13 are the inclusion of the 
limitations of a printing method comprising the step of printing dots of a 
transparent ink having a refractive index greater than 1 within an image, where 
the dots of transparent ink local alter a path length of light that is emitted from 
an image to create phase variations on the image. 

• The primary reasons for allowance for claims 14-18 are the inclusion of the 
limitations of a printing method comprising the steps of printing a layer of 
transparent ink having a refractive index greater than 1 in a pattern on a surface 
and controlling a local optical path length of light that travels through the 
transparent ink, such that the phase of light reflected by or transmitted through 
the ink on the surface is altered in a predetermined manner. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
